For you who have 
cafried the burden of the recent world 
conflict by paying out’ your pennies 
for a hundred different war taxés 
every day will find that at midnight 
last night thegsreater part of the load 
was removed. 

The revenue act of Nov. 23 went 
into effect at midnight. Its benefits 
are many. 

“The act isn’t fully understood yet,” 
said John C, Cannon, collector of reve 
nue, yesterday. “We have to refer 
many cases to Washington and it wil! 
probably be several weeks before we 
fully realize the new status.” 

Some of the Benefits. 

Here, in tabloid form, are the major: 
ity of benefits of the act: 

A ride on a railroad train or an in- 
land or coastwise steamer will no 
longer cost you 8 per cent of the fare 
and 8 per cent of the cost of your seat, 
berth, or stateroom. 

Your shipment of freight will not be 
assessed an additional 3 per cent of the 
cost. You can ship packages by ex- 
press or parcels post without havirg 
to’ give up.a “ war tax.” 

You will ecape the stamp taxes when 
you go to the corner drug store for a 
tube of tooth paste, a toilet prepara- 
tion, or the like. 

The soda fountain will no longer take 
a penny for each 10 cents or fraction 


cream, 
Tax Off Shoes and Shirts. 

If you buy shoes that cost more than 
$10 you will not (as you have in the 
past) have to pay a war tax.. Neither 
will you be forced to donate on a shirt 
that costs more than $3. These and 
all of the other “luxury” taxes on 
clothing, umbrellas, trunks, parasols, 
sunshades, picture frames, valises, 
pocketbooks, etc., go into the discard. 

If your community boasts of a 10 
cent movie show you will not be as! 
sessed a penny tax. If the charge of 
the show is more than 10 cents you 
will pay the present rate of a cent for 
each 10 cents or fraction. 

Income Tax Reductions. 

Heads of families will benefit slightly 
on their income tax, a reduction being 
$8 for each dependent as a result of 
the increase from $200 to $400 in the 


Married men with an income of $5.- 
000 or less will receive a further reduc- 
tion in taxes, as the exemption for 
married men in this class has been in- 
creased from $2,000 to $2,500. Single 
men are given no additional*exemption. 

But no matter whether you are mar- 
ried or single, if you made a gain from 
the sale of capital assets, such as a 
building or stocks or bgnds, you can 
pay the tax on this gain at the corpo- 
ration income rate of 12% per cent, in- 
stead of at the surtax rate, if you so 
elect. \ 

Legion Shows Exempt. 

Entertainments given by the Ameri- 
can Legion and of auxiliary units for 
the benefit of wounded former service 
men will not be taxed. 

Passes for all theaters will be ex- 
empt frorm® tax. 

Musical! instruments, sporting goods, 
chewing gum, electric fans, furs and 
toilet soaps are freed from tax. 

If your income is “such as to put 
you in the surtax paying class you wil! 
pay in 1922 at the old war rates, but in 
1923 you will pay at the new rates, 
which became effective last night, and 
which provide for some reductions al! 
along the line, with the maximum a: 
560 per cent on $200,000, instead of 65 
per cent of $1,000,000 or more. 

‘The excess profits tax is repealed, 
but the result will not be reflected in 
federal revenues until 1923, as this 
-year the tax will be paid on the basis: 
of the profits made in 1921. 

Comes Off Insurance. 

Other taxes which come off include 
those on insurance premiums and on 
bonds of indemnity, while sharp reduc 
tions are made in the taxes on cereal 
and carbonated beverages sold in closed 
containers, on candy, and works of art.

How to feed 
20,000,000 hungry persons in the Volga, 
how to. get seeds, horses and cattle, 
and how to persuad asants through- 
out Russia to. reésteblish agriculture 
and prevent a general collapse were 
the subjects of questions by workmen, 
who at previous congreses gave little 
attention of peasant problems. 

M. Osinsky, commisar for agricul- 
ture, directed his eyes to the west and 
said the help must come from abroad, 
particularly America. The congress 
increased the agricultural budget from 
27,000,000 to 36,000,000 gold rubles.. It 
also instructed the finance commissar 
to levy a special tax of 6,000,000 rubles 
for famine relief.

Emigrants barred from landing in 
New York are kept in special build- 
ings on the island, where they frequent- 
ly wait from four to five weeks before 
they are deported.

in the Same Theater 
Sees Many Things 


> R. WALDIS stood in the doorway. 
This does not mean that Mr. Waldis 
was standing in the doorway on some 
particular occasion; it means that Mr. Wal- 
dis stood in the doorway on a long succession 
of occasions. In fact, he stood ih the door- 
way for more than forty years, 


Mr. Waldis would appear in the doorway 
at about 7:45 in the evening—and at a sim- 
ilarly suitable hour for matinees. Shortly 
before 8 people began to dribble in; at 8:10 
the flood was at its height; at about 8:30 ebb 
tide came, and Mr. Waildis went out with it. 
While at his post he said “Good evening ” 
to one and all, and smiled impartially on 
everybody—even on the late comers. 


“ You have very fine seats,” he might say, 
as he took your checks—unless the situation 
of them would flatly contradict such a state- 
ment; and, “I wish you a pleasant evening” 
he would sometimes add. He often reap- 
peared at his post about 11 or so to say, “I 
hope you have enjoyed yourself,” and dis- 
missed you with his best bow and smile.

Thus is 
good music not only psychic for the 
soul, dissipating mental depression and 
soothing emotional disturbances, but 
it algo enhances nutrition, furthers di- 
gestion (wherefore Voltaire spoke of 
‘liver music’), quickens the pulse, and 
helps to restore organic unity. 

“Indeed, the entire human machin- 
ery will run all the better for occa- 
sional lubrication with a stream of 
melody that is sweetly played in tune, 
and which ‘ will help thee in thy need 
in sickness, grief, and all adversities.’ 
It is truly one of humankind’s most 
inestimable blessings that into our 
stream of consciousness there may (be 
we so disposed) empty themselves most 
melliffuousiy “those purling rivulets, 


those rippling brooks, those laughing» 
waters, those sparkling cascades which 
have their springs in concords of 
sweet sounds.” 3

It is quite as neces- 
sary to the Metropolitan opera that 
Chicago should be one of the agencies 
for implanting a lo® for this highly ar- 
tistic combination of sound, color, 
rhythm, and dramatic interpretation 
as it & for the development of Chi- 
tago culture. The more widespread is 
this sort of culture the better for all 
opera companies. 

An all American grand opera organ- 
ization, which should have on its ros- 
ter the pick of the world’s greatest 
artists and which should provide opera, 
if they wanted it, for the principal 
cities of the country, would be a tre- 
mendous national asset, something big- 
ger than any ene city’s achievement 
could or would be. It would be a na- 
tional possession like the Yellowstone 
park, the Grand canyon, the Washing- 
ton monument, or the statue of Lib-

WHY THE EARTH HAS AIR. 
HAT determines how much air 
the earth shall have? There 
was a time when it seemed 
' logical to believe that all the 
Gases ever held on this globe were in 
the air, or could be put there, but this 
before the astronomical signifi- 
cance of gases was well understood. 


‘We have near us a body, a globe of 
considerablé size, which has no air. 
It is the moon. The earth exists deeply 
surrounded by a luxuriant atmosphere 
wherein play all the colors of daytime, 
While, a scant 240,000 miles away, the 


‘Moon exists with no air at all. 


+ Venus, our neighbor world next 
n®arer the sun, has a deep layer of 
air, like ours, but little Mercury, far 
ther in, has none. Mars, next beyond 
the earth, has a scanty atmosphere, 
while Jupiter and Saturn, the giant 
planets, are almost all air. 

From géological evidence it would 


> that the earth has had an equa- 
c 


limate, more or tess, from the 
earliest beginnings to the present. It 
has never been cold enough to freeze 
ozgygen or hot enough to boil water at 
any time in the whole history of the 
world. In spite of all the chemical 


and geological changes the earth has 


somehow managed to keep a certain 
qpantity of atmosphere in a most uni- 
ferm’ condition. 


Astronomers have lately been led to 
Delieve that the amount of air a planet 
hbids is directly dependent on its size 
and that it gets {ts atmosphere from 
the sun. All gases are made of mole- 
cules, or smal] corporeal] solids which 
fiy and bounce about like tiny elastic 
bullets. .These bouncing molecules 
hiive-been counted as they flew and 
lately the effect of their flight has been 
made visible. 


‘A little metallic mercury and finely 
powdered glass are put in a tube, the 
alr exhausted, and the tube sealed like 
an electric light bulb. Then, on gentle 
heating, the mercury vaporizes, its 
héavy metallic molecules go bounding 
off, and as they fly their strike the 
light fragments of glass and toss them 
about. The speed of the molecules 
and their small size render as 
invisible as fiying bullets, but the 
sparkling cloud of glass they throw 
up is plainly apparent. 

| 

‘"Molecules of gas everywhere are in 
almilar flight. Their speeds are ex- 
tremely great. They all move miles 
per second, leaping, colliding, rebound- 


It is this quality which makes gases, 
odors, etc., diffuse so rapidly. Many 
gas molecules go so rapidly that the 
earth has trouble to hold them, and 
some, like hydrogen, exceed the great- 
est speed of pull the earth can give, 
seven miles per second, and so escape 
from this globe completely. 

If we had eyes to see molecules and 
were to stand in space and view the 
earth, we would see three zones of air 
about it. The lowest would be our 
ordinary air. Dense swarms of mole- 
cules would form its matted, seething 
mass. At rapid intervals some stray 
molecule of this or that gas would 
leap clear of ézhe swarm, and perhaps 
fly to a great height, curve over, and 
fall back to earth. These leaping mole- 
cules would make the earth look like 
a great pyrotechnic fountain. 

Other molecules might collide in 


flight and have their motions so modi- 


fied that they would become tiny 
moons, circling the earth at a great 
height in a deep outermost shell. The 
earth’s air would be constantly in- 
vaded by the leaping and circling 
molecules from the sun.

Offers Highest Level of Values 


By Edward Moore. 


T is ‘an apparent contradiction in terms, but the fact remains that the 
Chicago Opera association is drawing a larger paid attendance than ever 
before, and this in a season that has varied between quiet and disastrous 
for the theatrical business generally. — 

Down at the Auditorium they are saying that the week just finished 
marks an increase of something like $15,000 in returns over any week in the 
history of the company from the time it was founded 
in 1910. Meanwhile, in the sister art of the drama 
producing managers are stopping producing; attrac- 
tions already under way are yielding to pressure 
and going back to the storehouses; there is no 
further talk of this season, but such plans as may 
be formulated are being applied to next fall. 

It is, as I have said, an apparent contradiction. 
On the face of it one would think that opera, the 
most expensive entertainment of all, would be the 
first to feel the shrinkage. It is a costly luxury, 
and costly. luxuries ought to be the first to be cut 
out of the family budget. Yet the box office tells 
a different story. Why?

But when, night after night, a brilliant array of 
singers greeted the audiences, the best artists that 
could be found in any part of the world were all 
concentrated into one company, it became general 
gossip that here at the Auditorium was good value 
for the price of a ticket.

Some mistakes have been made. A few have been 
corrected. Others may be when the guaranty list 
is completed and plans evolved for a new season. 

One of the greatest, from the point of view of 
the Chicago public, is that artists who by dint of 
repeated appearances in past seasons have estab- 
lished themselves in public favor can be replaced at a moment’s notice by 
strangers from other lands. This applies particularly this season to members

Tender-Hearted Mr. Milne Acts as 
Pickwick to Folk of His Drama

EW YORK, Dec. 31.—[Special.]}—Mr. Milne, the nglishinan who has 

written “Mr. Pim Passes By,” “The Great Broxopp,” and now “ The 

Dover Road,” is a gentle fronist, who finds his human beings to be 

very foolish, but likeable. He is like an affectionate uncle to the 

creatures of his imagination. Whenever they get themselves into trouble he 

as first to mitigate the matter as a mere scrape and prompt to find them a way 

out. His whole philosophy might be contained in

He first, tempts into his home one Anne, a maid bent on trying 
life in the unconventional climates with Leonard, the husband of her friend, 
And then, rising before the household next morning, he abstracts Leonard’s 
razor and Leonard’s pants. Breakfast brings him another catch; Eustasia, 
Leonard’s abandoned wife, with Nicholas, her reluctant and immature com- 
panion. Considerately then, but with deadly effect, he exhibits to Anne the 
horr¢@rs of a lover unshaved, and to Eustasia the dangers of a lover untried. 
And wher they severally profess themselves ruined beyond repair, he uncorks 
a rare old philosophy of life as a mess, but livable, and sends them in to dinner. 

Charles Cherry is the Latimer, comfortable and sufficiently fanciful in the 
quaint jacket and quaint speech of the benign moderator. Nice people of the 
stage are clustered about him. Lyonel Watts, as the bewildéred Nicholas, is 
another precious youngster to add to the short list of those wee: can play their 
youth in spite of their youth.

Marriage and Pink Court Plaster. 


For purposes of publicity, at least, Cosmo Hamilton, the author, is sure 


that modern marriage is just a bit of pink court plaster over the sore he calls | 


sex. His writings habitually pick at you. The 
latest, a play named “Danger,” exposed in the 
Thirty-ninth Street theater, is a gaudy treatise on 
a morbid matrimony in which, with the actor, H. 
B. Warner, as guide, we are acquainted with the 
intimate iniquities of what, for fear of a better term, 
shall be called an unconsummate wife. She is an- 
other one of Mr. Hamilton’s social menaces; this 
woman of impure purities, and when, at the end 
of the first act, Mr. Warner brings her home a bride 
and then finds her bedroom door unjustly locked 
against him, Mr. Hamilton can and does rise to the 
moment with a denunciation of her as a “ sexless, 
soulless thing.” 

There are other moments in “Danger” when 
Mr. Hamilton's renowned decency seems about to 
fail him. At times the drama of the relations of his 
celibate Mr. and Mrs. Scorrier demands explanations 
from his pen which might be explicit indelicacies, 
but none knows better than Mr. Hamilton how to 
circumvent an indelicacy with words that reveal without telling. 


In the role of the sex-starved Mr. Scorrier of this play, H. B. Warner plays 
hungrily, rolling mournful eyes. The choice of Marie Goff, comely and en-

dearing, to play the role of wife is a shrewd measure, calculated to stress the 


cruelty of the play’s frustrations, and Miss Goff, who is as clever as she is 
comely, estimates her part perfectly when she lets her acting of it go at her 
beauty.

“ Bull-Dog Drummond” behaved like a jolly, clever comedy in the melo- 
dramatic vein in the London theater in which I saw it last summer, and like

an actor. Another has been substituted for Gerrald Du Maurier, the London 
creator of the title role. A slight arithmetical calculation here would show 


the actor, the Gerrald Du Maurier, to be an element of first rate importance in 
the play. He is so important that, without him, there is not much of a play. 


With Du Maurier the play was a materialization of those dreams of 
derring do which lull sometimes the drabbest of men. It was absurd and ab- 
solutely believable for, as Drummond fought mischievous hosts for a fair 
lady, just so would you have fought for your fair Emmeline, had not Emmeline 
been rather a quiet sort of a girl, with few acquaintances among the criminals. 


The thing that made the London show so fine a lark in theatergoing was 
the shameless tase with which the “ Bull-Dog” traced the snake-eyed black- 
mailers ta their lair and there snapped all their shackles, bent all the bars of 
their steel cased den windows, shoved Phyllis’ hairpins into the shortest cir- 
cuits of their electric time locks, and substituted seidlitz for their strychnines. 
If Mr. Du Maurier had had any trouble doing any of them it would have 


seemed that he could do none of them. But Mr. Du Maurier is a glamorous 
and handsome Englishman, who wears a Richard Harding Davis crease in his 


trousers and a pair of classic E. Philllps Oppenheim eyebrows, and, as he vault-

Seal the Stage Need a Censor? Will It Get One? 

Recently announced plans to introduce a bill in the New York legislature 
creating a censor for all new theatrical productions are being taken seriously . 
by the playwrights and actors. Through three or- 
ganizations, representing a membership of more 
than 18,000, they have launched a “ backfire” move- 
ment to effect a general housecleaning in the the- 
ater and remove any apparent necessity of what 
they term “ political censorship.” The New York 
campaign, if it develops in the legislature, would of 
course affect the entire country, since it is in New 
York that the great majority of productions origi- 
nate. j 

The organizations which have joined in the 
“backfire” movement are the Authors’ League of 
America, made up of 1,800 writers; the American 


and the Actors’ Equity association, which includes 
more than 16,000 players. Invitations to codperate 
have been sent to the heads of various civic and 
religious organizations and, in the following letter, 
to Sam H. Harris, president of the Producing Mana- 
gers’ association: 

“The Authors’ League of America, Ine, the 
Actors’ Equity association, and the American Dramatists have appointed com- 
mittees to take prompt action regarding the production of plays that provoke 
public protest, and to obviate the inevitable consequences of that protest. Do 
you care to appoint a committee of three to act with us in this matter? Sin-

Tell Shakespeare to attend some leisure hour, 
For now I’ve business with this drop of dew. 
HENRY DAVID THOREAU. 

(4 ALDEN ” !~—when the lover of that book writes its title he would 
like to make the word a joyful shout, a kind of hail to good people 
who know not the book. 

Of Thoreali’s mgsterpiece two wonderful thingg are true— 

No man having attentively read it is ever the same man again. 

Second— 

Nobody ever wrote a book in our tongue like it—not even Thoreau, though 
the “Week on the Concord and Merrimack Rivers” is also highly authentic 
Thoreau. Nobody ever wrote another hook like “ Walden ” because, I suppose, 
there never was another man like Thoreau, though many a one has earnestly 


' Wished to be like him—perhaps was like him, but lacked the Concord surveyor's 
_sinewy faculty for getting himself expressed. 


Emerson knew the manner of man he had been talking and walking with, 
and giving odd jobs of gardening to, during those twenty-five years of their 
adult companionship in Concord, and he wrote when Thoreau died, “ The coun- 
try knows not yet, or in the least part, how great a son it has lost.” 


The country knows now. Other countries also. Paris last autumn was| 


reading a new tragsiation of “ Walden,” and the zeviews were weighty. Two 
years aguv came out in England and America a small but important volume 
of specimens of the significant sociological literature of the last three-quarters 
ofa century. The essays were grouped under the titk “Man or the State.” 
Thoreau, who carried 706 unsold copies of the first edition of a thousand copies 


~0f “A Week on the Concord and Merrimac Rivers” up the attic stairs sixty- 


eight years ago, is with the immortals in that book—with Prince Kropotkin, 
Buckle, Emerson, Spencer, and Tolstoy. I know no-picture in the annals of 
letters more touching than that one,of the grim young man carrying up the 
stairs the volumes returned to him after lying four years unsold on the pub- 
lisher’s shelves in Boston, and then making this gallant entry in his diary: 
“I have now a library of nearly. 900 volumes, over 700 of which I wrote my- 
self. Is it not well that the author should behold the fruits of his labor? 
Nevertheless, in spite of this result, sitting beside the inert mass of my works; 
I take up my pen tonight to record what thought or experience I may have 
had with as much satisfaction as ever.. Indeed, I believe that this result ds 
more inspiriting and better for me than if a thousand had bought my wares. 
It affects my privacy less and leaves me freer.” | 

Johnson’s letter to Lord Chesterfield is not braver or prouder! 

Of this book it is that within the last few months a leading American 
publisher gets out a new popular edition selling at a dollar a copy. 

Aye, the world knows Emerson’s man-of-all-work now. <A few months 


ago, when I was lingering happy, fruitful days in Concord, a visitor of a recent 


day to the house of the Antiquarian society, where the Thoreau relics are, was 
a Japanese baron and banker on a tour of this country, and the custodian 
sper me that the baron did not ask to be shown the way, but knew where the 
‘\Thoreau room” was, as well as very much about Thoreau. 

Now to take apart, and to examine with some care, the first named of the 
“ Walden ” marvels—is it true that a man is never the same again once he has, 
I do not mean dipped into, but eaten into the book? Forty years ago, when 
Robert Louis Stevenson was writing the apology for his far from felicitous 
essay on Thoreau in the “ Familiar Studies of Men and Books,” he coupled 
grateful acknowledgment with the apology, saying, ‘I have scarce written ten 


sentences since I was introduced to him [Thoreau] but his influence might be 


‘somewhere detected by a close observer.” 

Why does “ Walden” take such a hold of men as it does? Because it is 
such an honest book that there is no gainsaying it. When T qa» that a man) 
having read it is never the same man again I do not mean that he forthwith 
begins living very differeauy.

' success of, what he preached, No other book is so universal and so intensely per- | 


sonal. On page 4 of the issue of “Walden” in the admirable 1906 20-volume 


edition of his complete works—the only edition to own—he says, “I should. 
not talk so much about myself if there were anybody else I knew as well.’:. 


And then he is off with you into two years of radiant actuality by the pond side | 
a mile and a half south of Concord—that place he loved above any other | 


spot he ever had seen and of which he said, “ One proposes that it be called | ' 


.' God's Drop.’” And again, “ White pond and Walden are great crystals on 
the surface of the earth, Lakes of Light.” 

Now what did Thoreau learn there in those two years from ‘'45 to '47? 
Briefly, that the less a man had the more he wou.! enjoy. He went there, and 
he worked there, to possess life, not things. He went there not to reduce 
life to the essentials but to elevate it to them. He went as no misanthrope, 
anchorite, cynic, or recluse, as no “ skulker,” as Stevenson ignobly called him. 
Mahy persons who have never had the elevated curiosity to look into “ Walden ” 
—either the book or the lake—but only a trifling curiosity about a man who 
was and did “ something queer "yask, “ Why did Thoreau go to Walden? ?” That 
question he accounted fair and answered in a score of places in the book. On 


* page 21 of the edition already indicated, for example: 


My purpose in going to Walden Pond was not to live cheaply nor to live 
dearly there, but to transact some private business with the fewest obstacles; to 
be hindered from accomplishing which for want of a little common senge, a little 
enterprise and business talent, appeared not so sad as foolish. 

And again, with much explicitness and with simple kindness he gave the 
why of it all to honest John Field, overworked, overfed, disheartened’ Irish day 
laborer, during the hour he sought shelter from the storm in his squalid cabin. 
The whole passage is a gem of Dutch painting. Here are the essentials of

I tried to help him with my experience . . that I did not use tea, nor cof- 
fee, nor butter, nor milk, nor fresh meat, and so did not have to work to get them;

DGAR LEE MASTERS is one of the tragedies of American literature. 

His “Spoon River Anthology” won a popularity and a discriminating 
cycle of criticism which gave its author a place in international art. 
The world expected great poetry from Edgar Lee Masters. 

It gave him the most sincere—if somewhat extravagant—encouragement. 
He wrote with the muses singing his virtues, But he never has done again the 
subtle, cruel, brilliant thing he did in the anthology, 
and each volume of poetry, turned out with,aston- 
ishing regularity and astonishing lack of reserve, 
has been just a little less warmed with the divine 
fire. Occasional flames made memorable each book, 
but they grew less occasional as the books grew in 
number. His latest volume, “ The Open Sea,” frankly 
bored me. It is mostly “ historical,” with, somehow, 
none of the rich: feeling for history that must be 
present.in poetry revivifying a period long past. : 

Most.of the book is a series of poems about the 
Brutus idea and its effect in the life of John Wilkes 
Booth. 

The poems include dramatic interludes in the 
life of the gentlemen in question, of Charlotte Cor- 
day, of Lincoln, of frequenters of the Mermaid Tav- 
ern. They do not apparently match into any great 
pattern—unless the whole thing is so subtle that a 
mere reviewer can’t get it. The second part of the 
book includes some modernized versions of events in 
the New Testament—also completely lacking in what, for a better phrase, one 
calls the historic atmosphere. There are a few modern poems in the book, 
including Mr. Masters’ tribute to William Marion Reedy. 

As others as well as I have said of Mr. Masters’ later work, he is too gen- 
erous with his second best. 

A selfish guardian of his potential greatness would be less prolific,

44 N the last twelve months avia- 
tion has outgrown romance and 
is now recognized as a practical 


living advertising flying. A brief re- 
view of 1921 aeronautics will bear out 
the man’s assertion. 


The most practical commercial] avia 
tion transportation system now in op- 
eration is the air mail service, which 
is, of course, backed by the govern- 
ment. The records of this service 
make the conventional “ reliability 
first’ business man raise his eyes. 


air mail service has maintained a per- 
formance record of 88 per cent, which 
means that 88 per cent of the sched- 
uled trips were finished on time. Dur- 
ing the summer months, when flying 
is more play than work, the service 
maintained an average of 98 per cent. 
But week in and week out, during 
fogs, rains, storms, blizzards, and be- 
low zero weather the air mail pilots 
kept an average of 88 per cent for the 
year. No air mail pilots have been 


, killed since one year ago today. 


There are several private commercial 
companies in operation in the United 
States. All have reported fairly suc- 
, cessful seasons.

R.-H. Carlton, forest supervisor, fol- 
lowing the receipt of letters from E. B. 
Fairchild of Los Angeles, that motor- 
ists who throw lighted cigars, cigarets, 
and smouldering pipe ashes out of their 
autos are responsible for some bad 


res. 
While Mr. Fairchild was traveling 


along a popular southern California 
highway he sawan autoist toss a lighted 
cigaret out of the car ahead into some 
dry grass at the side of the road. Fair- 
child watched the spark of the cigaret 
for a few moments, and soon saw it 
fanned to a flame by the wind. He 
put out the fire and wrote immediately 
to Forest Supervisor Chariton. 


Charlton admits that one of the most 


common causes of forest fires is the 
‘carelessness of motoring parties, either 
in discarding lighted tobacco in any 
form or in Jeaving camp fires burning. 
Prosecution in most cases is difficult on 
account of not being able to apprehend, 
the responsible parties.
